A PROMISING EARLY TOMATO 
“Early Lethbridge” is the name of 
a new tomato variety being intro- 
duced so the home grower and market 
gardener of Southern Alberta by the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station. 
Early Lethbridge is described as a 
medium sized, bush type plant produc- 
ing good sized, smooth, well colored 
fruits which are excellent for pro- 
soseing or for fresh table use. It is 
pointed out that it does not require 
staking and begins to mature its 
fruits about sixty days after trans- 
planting. Small quantities of seed for 
trial may be obtained free by writing 
to the Horticulture Section, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lethbridge. 
Last year the Earlinorth tomato 
was introduced by this station, It is 
earlier bt less attractive than: Early 
Lethbridge, and it is best suited to 
foothill and northern areas. Both 
varieties are selections from a cross 
between Farthest Norti, and’ Polar 
Cfrcle made some fifteen years ago.

New Variety Of 
‘Barley Licensed 
For Sale 


SASKATOON, — “Husky” a new 
jbarley variety developed at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan after 15 
years of breeding, has been licensed 
for sale in Canada, Dr. J. B. Harring- 
|ton, head of the field husbandry 
/department, announced, Formerly 
|Known as N x 1-11 (N times one 
|dash eleven), it is a smooth-awned, 
|six-row, White-seeded variety. The 
new variety is outstanding in yield 
|and bushel weight, has good strength 
|of straw and is rust-resistant. 

This is the first important outcome 
of a barley breeding project begun 
Fi- 
nancial assistance was received in the 
|early stages from the Canadian Malt- 
\ing Company and the United Grain 


| Growers, and more recently from the 


pkey Improvement Institute. 

The original objective of the breed- 
| ing program was to produce a new 
variety satisfactory to the malting 
trade, the feed trade and for farm 
use, While the new variety is an ex- 
cellent feed barley it is doubtful if 
it will-make malting grades, said Dr. 
Harrington, 

The new variety has shown re- 
markable performance in co-opera- 
tion tests in western Canada. In each 
of the past three years “Husky” has 
outyielded standard varieties and hy- 
brids being tested. In 120 field plot 
tests, in each of which every stand- 
ard variety appeared several times, 
“Husky” outyielded the best feed 
barley “Vantage” by 10 per cent. 
Maturity is the,same as “Vantage”, 
mid-season to late. 

The breeding program was begun 
years ago by Dr. Harrington and the 
testing and evaluation has been car- 
ried on by Prof. L. H. Shebeski since 
1947, 

Limited amounts of seed have been 
placed in the hands of selected, high- 
ly-experienced seed growers to obtain 
a maximum seed increase. “Husky” 
will not be available for general dis- 
tribution until 1954, said Dr. Har- 
rington, :

— J. A. Gilbey, 
officer in charge of the federal 
agriculture department's experi- 
mental sub-station at Fort Simp- 
son, Northwest Territories, says 
far north wheat yields of from 
45 to 50 bushels an acre have 
oat obtained on observation 
ests. 


Fort Simpson is about 825 miles 
north of Edmonton, 

Mr. Gilbey said horticultural crops 
hold a primary interest in work at 
the Fort Simpson station. The part 
playcd by vegetables in raising the 
standard of living in northern com- 
munities is realized, along with the 
need of building up scientific data. 

Mr, Gilbey said experiments also 
have been made with forage crops 
and cereals. The station has a poul- 
try flock and has made a start on 
hog raising. 

The grain observation trials were 
made with what, oats and barley. 
The station comprises 85 acres, 50 
of which are under cultivation.

The move symbolizes the switch in 
importance in Saskatchewan from 
the “old minerals’ to uranium. It 
also heralds the greatest year so far 
in the hiStory of mineral develop- 
ment in the province, 

In virtually every mineralized lo- 
cation’ north of the 55th parallel, 
hordes of prospectors and mining 
men are probing and listening for the 
uranium, Fabulous claims have been 
made for many discoveries and even 
more startling reports are likely to 
be made as knowledge of more recent 
finds becomes public, 

Near Uranium City, in the 500- 
square-mile Beaverlodge uranium 
field, two mines are scheduled to go 
into production early, this year, one 
by the federal Crown corporation, 
Eldorado, and the other by a private 
company. Discoveries in the area

Just north of the 55th parallel, 
similar activity is forecast for prop- 
erties near Lac La Ronge, farther 
east and 130 miles north of Prince 
Albert, 

Between Lac La Ronge and Atha- 
baska lies the chain of narrow water- 
ways known as the Foster lakes, 
Here, according to sketchy reports 
leaking out of the area, Saskatche- 
wan is likely to find rich mineral de- 
posits. 

Uranium ore is reported in addi- 
tion to deposits of cobalt, zinc, cop- 
per, gold and silver, 

The area's nearness to Lac La 
Ronge—it is only 113 air miles from 
the northern settlement — indicates 
that it may be of more importance 
to the province than the Beaver- 
lodge field, which is really accessible 
only from Waterways, the end of 
1 steel just across the border in Al- 
berta. 

Before any diamond drilling is 
done, claims have to be probed and 
trenched and samples of ore analyzed, 
The results must show that the 
claims are rich enough to warrant 
expenditure of many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in drilling pro- 
grams, 

Already, since it became important 
late last year, more than 900 claims 
have been staked in the Foster lakes 
area. The major holdings are by 
Eldorado,
